firmly believes that the closer the government is kept to the 
people the better it will be for the government and the people. 


There have been many evidences' that others share the view 


held by this paper on what may Ns'ell be regarded as one of the 
important questions of the day, but none hiofe direct and forci- 
ble than that presenle'd a few days ago'-by a New Englander 
S'ery prominent in public life and now a candidate for nom- 
ination to high office. .What..he said in an address covers the 
ground so completely and concisely thai-it is worth reproduc- 
ing. These were his words: 


"It has been the tendency during the last few years of both 


our national and state governments lo take over the adminis- 
trative duties and responsibilities that had hitherto rested with 
jnunicipal and county authorities. \So, 
loo, our legislative 


Ijodies seem to feel a responsibility for the intimate oversight 
and control of our lesser units of government. To a degree 
this has been justified by the increasing complexities of our 
civilization. Nevertheless it is a safe maxim that Ihe govern- 
ment which is nearest to Ihe, people is the best government 
The policy of centralized authority in stale and nation is im 
posing a burden upon the legislators 
that over-taxes Ihei 


capacity and requires them to be super-men to properly func 
•lion under its load. 
It creates administrative officers far re 


moved from sight or reach of the public, who over-ride CHI 
ideas of individual liberty with autocratic power. 
I believe ii 


local self-government. We know the officers .who are near to 
us and can.watch and conirol them. 
If they do not proper!) 


administer their public duties'we can defeat lu^m for reelec 
lion. 
We do not know and cannot conirol the bureaucrats 


•who are beyond our sight and reach, and who do not recognize 
their responsibility to us. 
We assert the right lo keep oui 


sovernnieiil al home. 
If it is a bad government it is our fault 


'jf it costs more it is our own responsibility." 


This is a clear statement of the facts in the case, facts thai 


should be carefully weighed by all who have Ihe interests of 
the country at he,art. The drift toward centralization is be- 
coming altogether loo pronounced. The states are taking ovei 
the duties of municipalities and counties and the federal gov- 
ernment is attending to many things which originally rested 
entirely in the hands of Hie states. The result is that the hands 
pf slate and federal officers arc on many matters that should 
j;e of strictly local concern and managed by local authorities 
under the eyes of those who placed them in their positions, and 
who can decree changes whenever the service becomes-unsat- 
isfactory. 


The original idea of government in thiscounlry was to keep 


itrfpse lQ the people, but this cannot be done under cenfrali/a- 


' lion,1 as the speaker quoted so plainly points out, and' as no 


thinking person can fail to understand. 


But the advocates of centralization are earnest and active 


They are constantly on the lookout for openings for further 
steps in that direction. Just now (here is^a -movement in 
favor of the federal government talcing a hand in the direciion 
of the schools of the country, a movement which a prbtninenl 
Boston paper characterizes as a step to "Europeanizcjlhe edu- 
cational system of the United Slates:"
